he did: but neither h:< ciari.-ter nor'his 
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Breweries nrpr!^)ug up lo England. In 
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The lianli->t wort of thetoacbrri lh a fo- 
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rnu-h by his admiration -far Thomas Jef- 
f-r-jn and his want of admiration—to 
DJ- It mildly-for Alexander Hamilton. 
I>iubtless he. himself, would prefer that 
Rone of those who hear him should Slm- 
Dlr take his word for Jefferson's, great- 
ness, and would advise them. If they 
a«ked him. to Investigate thc matter for 
tb-m»»lves. Hut the word of a Harvard 
orofe^sor may go far, with trustful and 
believing souls; and although 4>fr. Chan- 
ninir has cited several Instances of his 
double-dealings, we think they ought to 
ua.aed further about Thomas Jefferson. 


Ojr third' President was an Insidious 


•iiian. and It Is really a *.-eat tribute to 
his native power that even at this late 


• day ho should t>e able to warp thc- Judg- 


iiient and Influence the thinking of Intel- 
ligent i.irsons. Professor Channlng hjm- 
-self. i • 'peaking of Patrick Henryj has 
»howe<! one way. and a very powerful 
•«ay. In which Jefferson txerclsed hie in- 
fluence. He told what Professor fhan- 
Jilrg says wa» an atrocious lie to Henry's 
5>lo<caoher.-after Uenry was dead, in or- 
-tler to Jnrtuence unfavorably the )ud%- 
.'li*?.1 °( posterity on that great Mrgln- 
i*n. .In our judgment. It took not only a 
liar, but a sneak, to do a thing like that; 
•and that particular, I;i3.ance li onl,- a 
sample of what Jefferjon was <>.>TK ol 
the time. There is hardly on* cC H» con- 
temporarle's against who-n .Jefferson has 
not Insinuated, In that sly way Of his. 
aome damaging allegation. 


As for Jefferson's democracy, that part 


of It which had any genuineness at all 
was largely 
theoretical. Ai 
Profttsor 


Channlng has said again. Ijo i>/>\-er eaiu- 
cd any money all his life except his sal- 
•ary as an offlce-hoMer. He wag essen- 
tially an aristocrat, notwithstanding nil 
affectation, of democracy and his theo- 
retical French notions alwnil "liberty, 
oauallty. and fraternity." He may have 
believed, as he wrote, that ail men ox- 
•ceot ncKiOe.i are crea,t».I free and equal, 
but his de.noo.Ky Ffrvi..I~nTa"purpb5ei 
too well for us not to suspect that he 
•uss at heart rath*r j demagogue than- a 
•democrat. 


But Jefferson was more and 
worse 


than a demagogue. 


When tfce constitution of the United 


States was under discussion in Virginia. 
t70 mar. fousht Its adoption harder than 
Vatricl: Henry. He pointed out Its cen- 
trjl(i;-.K tendency. He asserted roundly 
that t-:c langtage of the preamble "We. 
the r-ot>]« of the tTnl!<"l Statc»"-made 
of the thirteen colonies one nation, and 
not a mere confederation. But after the 
conntitutlon had been adopted, with those 
guarantees for personal liberty which are 
embodied in the first ten amendments 
and wWeh Henry was so Influential in 
having adopted—then he was loyal to 
thc Villon and the Constitution. 


Jefftrson did not Actively oppose th« 


a'Joptfon of the constitution. In r»ct, he 
•wrote a letter, -which w«« used ny Madi- 
son In the Virginia assembly, advocating 
Its adoption by nine States, the other 
four to hotel aloof until the amendments 
should be adopted. 


But after the constitution became the 


tundamental law of the land; and after 
the adoption of most of those amend- 
Tuenu whifch he had considered neces- 
sary. Jefferson 
wa& not loyal to tho 


t'nion or the constitution. It is true that 
he never came out boldly m opposition 
to cither—that was not hit way; liut h 


. 
wrote, and causi-J to be adopted by a 


•far-off portion of the t'nlon. those K>n- 
tucky resolutions of 17J3 which rontalnci 
the seeds of nultttlcatlon and dlaunion.- 
fCfds which aftpnv.-irri* ripened, under 
the fostering of C.iihoun. into, the tx 
treme States-rights theory that brought 
al>out the rebellion; ami i\lH-n he- was 
-Pr(.-»Mentt_ he clclil,0r,ito!y vlolatnl thc 
•constitution, ho h,t<l sworn to defend. 


Of Jefferson's administration as Pres- 


ident we have not the .-pace to write 
•here; but that ndminl.itratlo.-i was o.niy 
.sucopsKf-ji in so far a«i it abandoned "Jcf- 
^ersonlan prlnclplrs"-ai In :iic purchase 
of 
Louisiana tin.I the Tri,,ollunsoxpe- 


dlllon;

dishonor and contempt 


abroad, and of di.^uhtc.n ..i.d distress

His first settlement was of two vears 


duration nt Lawrence .Mass From there 
ho was called to the Central Baptist 
church at Providence, R J, 
TV here nc 


remained until his health Drokc/dovvn 
and he wa*i obliged to come to Colorado 


During the latter period of his minis- 


trv in J'rovlUeni.e he was called to some 
of tho largest nnd most 
prominent 


churches In his denomination but he de- 
cllied nnd was one of the regular corps 
of preachers at Harvard University 


Dr 
Montague s health failed In 1SS7. 


and by the advice of his physicians he 
came here 
Tor several months he tem- 


porarily supplied the pulpit of the First 
Baptist church and that .fall was called 
to the pastorate 
It was a vor> small 


congregation then and worshipped in a 
little brick church On the ground where 
the present church now standi 
Dr 


Montague s Influence and power were 
quickly felt 
Soon the church was too 


small for the congregation and he began 
an agitation that resulted In a determin- 
ation to build 
In 1890 the present 


church building was beguo. and complet- 
ed a >ear later 
Mrs Montague, who 


had been greatly interested tn this pro- 
ject died during that time 


Dr Montague was a }ery popular min- 
ister because of Ms great intellectual 
power 
Although scarcely able at times 


to speak audibly jet he dren crowded 
houses constantly 
\Vhen he left here 


In the fall of 1833 the church member- 
ship had groan to nearly 409 and the 
church which had tbe largest seating 
capacltv of any In the cltj. nas hardiy 
large enough to contain the audiences 
He enjojed a wide popularity among 
the citizens of all classes .Ho had made 
himself one of the leading ministers in 
this country of the Baptist denomination 
before coming here and (t was hard to 
be suddenly exiled to a little placo in the 
west such as this was when he came, 
but he wm too active and energetic to 
remain long unnoticed 
It was hard 


work and study that broke him down 
In spite of sickness that would have dis- 
couraged Tmost men he worked steadily 
ahead and died at the early ege of for- 
tv -three, a leader In the ministry of the 
great Baptist denomination 
Dr Montague's first wife was the 
daughter of Dr 
Cogswell, superinten- 


dent of tho schools at Cambridge, Mass 
Two children were born to them and 
Jiunlve.-a son aged about 15 and a 
lauKhler aged 12. Shortly before Icav- 
ne here ho was married a second time 
to Miss Mabel Swett of this city 
Dr 


Montague accepted the call to the New- 
ton Center Church in the belief that a 
residence In a lower attitude would prove 
jcnellclnl and for a time after going 
there he was much better 
He fought 


the Rood fight nolUy and the world Is 
better for his having lived In It, while 
,wo sections of this steal country have 
felt his power and energ)
